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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As fully set forth in the final rejection, the 
Examiner disagrees with Applicant's interpretation that Ando is limited to demand forecasting, and that the sample shop is merely an 
abstract mathematical representation of the plurality of shops. The sample shop is an actual existing shop chosen from the plurality of 
shops and used to estimate sales in the plurality of shops. Ego! is not relied on to teach estimating purchases from the other suppliers by 
the customers of the supplier of interest. As previously discussed, Egol was relied on simply to illustrate that gathering panelist data to 
determine the purchasing trends of customers regarding both a particular supplier and its competitors is old and well known in the art . 
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
